Election/Restrictions 
Claims 9-12 are cancelled. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 6-8-06. 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-8 in the reply filed on 6-8-06 is 
acknowledged. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kott et al(521 1846). 

Kott et al teaches an air filter comprising an essentially metal-free filter insert with 
a filter medlum(6) which forms a hollow cylinder, and end disks(8,10) arranged on the 
axial end faces of the filter medium of the filter insert, wherein one end disk(8) forms a 
closed end of the filter medium and has a handle element(48) extending axially away 
from the filter element, and the other end disk is constructed as a hollow cylinder and 
comprises a concentric , radially acting resilient gasket(34). Kott et al further teaches 
wherein the filter medium Is pleated, and at least the end disk with the handle element is 
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made of a thermoplastic synthetic resin material. Kott et al further teaches wherein the 
filter insert comprises a concentric supporting body(16) adjacent the inside of the 
cylindrical filter medium. Kott et al further teaches wherein the hollow cylindrical end 
disk has a hollow cylindrical , concentric and axially extending collar(44). Kott et al 
further teaches wherein the collar is connected by reinforcing ribs to the end disk. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomris the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kott et 
al(5211846). 

Kott et al teaches all of the limitations of claim 7 but is silent as to wherein the 
hollow cylindrical collar has an outer circumferential groove in which a gasket having a 
radially outwardly protruding lip is arranged. Examiner notes figure 9 teaches 
additional sealing elements(41,43) which are mounted to the exterior of the end caps, 
and examiner respectfully submits cylindrical filter elements which connect to a filter 
system are known to include a gasket within a groove of a collar of the filter element. 
Therefore , it would have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to provide a outer circumferential groove in which a gasket having a 
radially outwardly protruding lip is arranged in order to provide for an outer seal between 
the collar(44) of Kott et al and a connecting system.
